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Conditions  of  Sale

1.  Rejection  of  Bids.  Any  bid  which  is  not  commensurate  with  the  value 
of  the  article  offered,  or  which  is  merely  a nominal  or  fractional  advance, 
may  be  rejected  by  the  auctioneer  if  in  his  judgment  such  bid  would  be 
likely  to  affect  the  sale  injuriously.

THE  A.  R.  LOUIS  COLLECTION 


IN  presenting  the  A.  R.  Louis  Collection  for  dispersal  by  public  sale  the 
American  Art  Association,  Inc.,  is  pleased  to  announce  that  Mr.  Louis 
offers  a personal  guarantee  as  to  the  authenticity  of  the  attributions, 
as  they  appear  in  the  catalogue.  The  collection  is  especially  notable  for 
the  charming  array  of  textiles,  which  includes  superb  ecclesiastical  vest- 
ments, rare  brocades,  damasks  and  velvets.  Two  velvet  chasubles  with 
needlepainted  orphreys  are  especially  interesting,  No.  274  of  the  German 
Gothic  period,  No.  271  of  the  Spanish  Renaissance  period.  The  plastic 
arts  are  represented  by  several  important  sculptures  in  marble,  stone  and 
wood,  statues  and  statuettes  modeled  in  terra-cotta,  glazed  and  unglazed, 
others  in  bronze  from  the  ateliers  of  Sansovino,  Pollaiuolo  and  Francesco 
da  St.  Agatha. 

Among  the  furniture  are  French  and  Italian  Gothic  and  Renaissance 
cabinets,  chests,  tables  and  chairs  with  their  entourage  of  accessories — 
also  hanging  lanterns,  Italian  majolica  vessels  and  plaques,  two  very  fine 
stained  glass  panels  and  three  Venetian  Gothic  Istrian  marble  windows 
possessing  great  architectural  beauty. 

The  fine  art  of  tapestry  weaving  is  splendidly  illustrated  by  the 
armorial  panel  of  the  Ayala,  Counts  of  Fuensalida,  woven  by  loan 
Leyniers  after  the  cartoon  of  David  Teniers  III,  dated  1684,  and  executed 
almost  entirely  in  silk,  illuminated  with  gold  and  silver,  and  an  unusual 
Flemish  verdure  panel,  curiously  patterned  with  trees  and  rendered  with 
neo-primitive  perspective.  The  importance  of  the  few  paintings  is  much 
enhanced  by  the  work  of  a XV  century  unidentified  master — The  Madonna 
and  Child—  authenticated  by  Dr.  Wilhelm  von  Bode,  and  a cartoon  for 
a tapestry  painted  on  vellum,  attributed  to  Bernard  von  Orley. 

In  conclusion,  there  are  twenty-one  numbers  of  European  arms  and 
armor — two  complete  suits  of  German  provenience,  composed  of  elements 
dating  from  the  XVI-XVII  century,  polearms,  rapiers,  dueling  pistols, 
a rare  XVI  century  engraved  steel  gun  and  a pearwood  crossbow  inlaid 
with  etched  bone.
